Stone fpoke against the resolution. 

The- debate was opened for the af- 
firmative by J&ffries. of the Graduate 
School. He pointed out that the term 
'British Empire' meant not only Greit 
Britain, but also included the various 
dominions and r-ossesslons of Great 
Britain. He compared the British 
Empire to a bouse in which each con- 
stituent part was dependent on the 
other for suppTt. \::-iTi:u-^ -.o his 
judgment the tie; that bound Canada 
to the British Empire were five in 
number. 

Five Binding Tiet 

The first of t!-.eM tie^ v.-as the 
crown. The existence of a common 
sovereign made for unily and good 
feeling. Th.. second tie was vhat of 
language. Thw language may be slight- 
ly different in various parts but flnd- 
amentally it was English. The third 
tie came from a common descent. The 
fourth was a cojninon conce-r'.ion of 
goverjiment. This vas based on the 
rights of the individual to live as he 
chooses. The fifth and last tie was 
a desire for ]>ropr(tfs in the material 
' sense. In t'nis respect unity l>etwe*.-n 
the various conjnituentg of the Emp- 
ire was strength. 

Fred V. Stone was the first speaker 
for th'.- uifipjW'.o. Ml; p-.ir.Tfd out that 
the BritiFii Kînj'.îe was mori; hftfr- 
o^enoou? than ihc United Siaicf. Tliuf 
the Britii-h Empire is not one unit 
either goographically, racially or pol- 
itically. The crown In itself has no 
governing authority, it is merely a 
^y^lbol and tiie unity of the British 
Dmpire is based upon allegiance to a 
common crown which cannot be very 
•ffoctivc. 

Loose Rct»tiont 

Canada's rc'.ations to the Empire is 
a* loose and a±; i;i-df-flni;d ax olhor 
Empire roiation.siiip hi- touglit. The 
connection to Great Britain through 
the privy council is of lio vital im-

sizîd.^ûu the contrary, it was binding 
Canada more closely to Great Britain. 
Tliose additional libcriic?, or privil- 
eges, are not so much beneficial to 
us as to England itself. The addition 
of another voice to that of England In 
the League of Nations was mutually 
bénéficiai. 

Independence might be a good thing 
if Canada had a population of 123 
millions but with a handful of popu- 
lation and an imnienso territory, In- 
'^fpf-ndence wai not only in.nivi.-aWe 
'■v.: i:ji]i:r.c;;c.u, Mr. D.ivld. 

With regard to annexation to tiie 
United State.?, he challengc-d anybody 
to find among the 2 million French- 
Canadians residing In the province, 
as much as one quarter ot on© por 
cent, in favor of annexation. 

The speaker talking of Mr. Ewart 
described him as a sincere lover of 
the British Empire but as one who is 
fond ot chasing new Ideas . Thc^c 
ideas .were more to be attained in t!ie 
distant future than in the pics'.-nt 
lime. 

In or>cnng his argument !or tho 
negative, Mr. J. Ewnrl polntod 
out that a Joosi/iiinf; of tiio tics docs 
not involvij an.\th:iiK: .-iniagoniilic to- 
ward the British Kinpiro.

I'iiClurcr*, is not su efficient as it might sound, judging from 
cxiiaustive tests carried on by tlic P.syciwlogy Department oi 
Reed College, Portland. 

]'"rom tests given blindfold smokers, who lud frequent rest 
periods and black coffee between brands, it was lound that 
subjects cbuld nut recognize brands on the basis oi gustatory 
and of factory eue». 

When deprived of only visual cues, they could not name 
brands correctly, nor differentiate between two cigarette; 
even when smoking without holders or blindfolds. 'I'hcy could 
not give consistent answers of "like' or "disliki" for llicir 
favorite brands or any others, nor di.,iiiigui,il) between wliat 
t|iey çall strong and mild cigarettes. The subject-, as a group 
could not differentiate between straight and domestic tobac- 
cos.— Syracuse Daily Orange.

VOLTAIRE: GENIUS OF MOCKERY, «y Victor 
Thaddeut. Leuit Carrltr and Company, Montreal- 
Prict 95,00, 

(fiy James P. HanioiO 

When a man who is undoubtedly a jcnius at' the age 
of thirty outlives four-score years, the result is a Voltaire, 
an Arouci, a craftsman of prolific artistry, a master of 
sardonic mockery. Imagine a little sickly man looking 
down with a wry smile of amusement as the public of 
Paris wildly acclaims his first successful play, lie is still 
in his thirties. He has been in bed a large part of his life 
— the vitality he expends hi the salons of the iiobiliiy saps 
his small reserve of energy to such an extent that at all 
times he has beside him the spectral hand of a remorseless 
Death. Imaguic now a shadow of this same observing imp 
rclurniiip to the boundless enthusiasm of a Gallic welcome, 
unrecognizable through his wrinkles CNcept for the slilMiv-' 
ins fires' of those hawk-like eyes which seem able to dis- 
cover every pretence, and immask every ignorant abnsc: 
and this, at the highly respectable age of cighty-ioiir. 
Imagine a man born of bourgeois parents, in the aristo- 
cratic lùnope of the eiphtcnr.h century, driven bv ambition 
into the very homes of ihc greatest nobles of Ihc lanil; 
a man, who, when a suddenly-roused cmmity render his 
stay in Kraiice precarious, is able to gain the close friend- 
ship of the most powerful sovereign of tliç age, Frederick 
the Great: who is high-minded enough to flout that 
friendship when he cannot agree with the kingly views, -to 
Kiu::! the proud monarch, by telling him that he lacks the 
courage of his convictions, to openly ridicule the furious 
Frederick, and later, realizing that the emperor is truly 
great, though with a genius of which he docs not approve, 
to thereupon renew the thwarted connection, Vou have 
\'oltairc. 

Imacine lurther a man who is endowed vith the wliip- 
lash of biting satire, intellect with a refractive reason, a 
power of clear-cut and incisive logic, a sentimentality 
which is rarely ilie liand-maideii of the "why" and 
"whcrcfor" mentality, magnanimity and selfishness, vanity 
and an occasional cringing humbleness, a poetic tiaturc and 
a bu^i:H■s^likc orderliiieif. The greatest intellect of the age. 
Tcrhaps the greatest Frenchman who ever lived. 
Imagine all this, and you have Voltaire. 

Thaddau* Painta A Vivid Pietura. 

A man with an active and exciting life, whose intel- 
lectual achievements were yc\ the most important feature 
oi his career, is essentially a liard man to write about. The 
many static phases which go to make a complete and liv- 
ing picture are hard to piece together in their proper pro- 
portion, without toss of personality and feeling. The 
writer of tht biography of such a man must be a skilled 
eraitiiian, and a careful psychologist. He must understand 
his subject, sympathise with liis point of view, be ready to 
build up a r.icturc of hij character from the activities of 
hh life, be able to discount certain actions whicli were not 
cliaracteristic, were not natural to the man, and thru 
prwrnt the whole of Ins conclusioni to a public which once 
more he must study with the eye of a pychologisl, in order 
to please and yet leave the impression, which it was meant 
to convey. 

\'ictor Tliaddeijs, who only rec*ntly took the centre of 
biograpliical .Mage wiiji his iiudy of Julius Gaesar, has 
altiniptcij \oltaire, and has penned such a graphic study 
of him, tlie ni;,n, as grips the fascinated reader from 
beginning to end. He uses Uudwig'g idea in painting a 
portrait— quick, short brochures of different phases, done 
witii an energy and a vitality which produce all the ef. 
feci.s of light and shade, all the depth, and all the per- 
spective of a reality. Wc sec the man— not the picture. .\Vc 
fall engrossed into the spirit of the moment, follow his 
doings as though they' were personal, feel his 'dejections, 
his towerhig imiieluosily, rei|Kjnd lo his brilliance, even 
allow ourselves to be inspired for a moment by his ideals 
and Ills ambitiw. Wc like the ' man, not because his 
faults arc glo.-scd over, but because we arc made to imder- 
siand their basis through our close contact with his char- 
acter. Ju .some ways we know that he was a self-seeking 
courtier, but at the same instant wc recognize his iiics. 
capable seriousness of purpose. J'sychologically speaking, we 
arc told the cau^e or reason of his reactions rather than 
their fruition. In this point lies the difference between 
such a study and a biography of action such as "James 
"iN'olfc" by our Professor Waugh. ifr. Thaddeus gives 11s 
a picture which we relish becaute of its vigor, lie com- 
mits few errors of judgme:il, and in the main gives all the 
essential details which help to complete the sketch. 

There is one passage to which c.\ccption might , Ik 
taken. The author, in order to justify Voltaire's horror 
A till- religious persecution of his own age, depicts with a 
terrible and stark realism the execution by torture and 
liuartcring of a man who had attempted tlic life of the 
king. 1 may very possibly have bceii particularly sensitive 
r.t the moment, but the detailed horror of his graphic 
description was certainly uncalled for, and answered no 
purpose which a terse and less vivid outline coulii have 
done just as well to put us in sympathy with Voltaire's 
inspiration. . 

Apart from this passage, there was nothing lo which 
1 did not react favorably. Thei'c were a sufficient number 
of examples of tlie ready repartee of 'Voltaire to make tijc 
w'l^h to ktio\y; him better— whidi is the correct impression 
for an author to leave. What is more, he quoted these 
passages v.'itJi due regard to their point in a différent 
language. Let me (|uute two which particularly slriick my 
fancy. Voltaire, living in the palace of Frederick Ihc 
Orcat, used to criticize and coiiinient on books which 
Frederick liad read. On one occasion Voltaire sent a book 
back to the Jyiipcror witli the following note: "Sire, I 
return your ifajcsty the first volunic; 1 am not Ihe person 
who spilled the ink all over il," Perliaps 1 afipreciated tliat 
thruJil at the author better bec.niisc I did not for u moment 
.see the point. At another time, talkhig to Casanova, he asks 
him lo conic and sec him twenty years later. Casanova says 
he will, if Vullairc promises that he will then rcceivje ■ Ijiin. 
"I promise it," .says Voltaire, "and v.'ould sooner die than 
bnalv niy promi.sc." That, of course, is pHrti(;ularly cicvci- 
ill l''rni(:h.

One' of the best essays in the book

author's .amazed protesL ag.iinst thu 
quoted saying of a German jounialUt 
during the war days that the ISnglis*^ 
arc "Too clever for us." Totally 
wrong Kays principal liutton. The 
Kngllslmian is not ti clover man at 
all.

Tha collection I» really one of ft 
number of papers and lectures whle.h 
hud been prepared by l^rlnclpai liut- 
ton over n nnmber of yeiir.s. f.'ons.T- 
fiuently the subjects cover a wide 
ranfre. a very clear and welcome an- 
alysLs of the large national léngueK 
of 'today, the leiu^ucs of the rsritlsh 
Kmpire iiikI of the Ueagijii nf Nations, 
aIti'rniitiii,T with .in o^auy on "Tli'î 
i''nigMientH thai Komaln," a JIeousmIo,!

A review of siich a book niust 
necessarily bo incomplete. One can- 
not In the space of a few pai;eji ileal 
with all the 'subject matter that Mr. 
Hutton covers in tlie space of tlio 
two hundred nnd eighty two pages at 
his disposal. One does not agree with 
cverj'thing thai he .says, Itoweve;' 
much more rig-ht to an opinion he has 
than most of us, but certainly the 
book Is an Inspiring one. Plffering In 
subject matter though It does thera 
in ovid-nt throughout every page the 
unbroken tlirejid of the author's own 
decided personul.'ly and decp-aculcl 
convictions. One feels, at the end that 
one has taken a trip through many 
new an<I Interesting fields in very 
good compan.v.

Chemists do not knovr tho exact 
formula and true struiMuro of celVi- 
lose stated l?r. lllbbort. TUcy do, 
however, know that it is oloyoly relat- 
ed cJtemlcally to sugar. I: has l<o<'n 
found that certain enzymes can con- 
ver; supir into pun levan. a > r..>;,uuo 
very similar to cclUilost', while oihcrii 
Mn ehanKc coIUilose to susjar. 

In the case of wood fibre modern 
research aims at the searatian of 
lipnin from colli;lofe witiiout struc- 
tural alteration and is being attained 
by treatment with plycol r.nd a. trace 
of hydrochlor.'o acid. This is iVlknv- 
ed by a further treatment with an 
enryme o.bi.iir.c.l from the ebible 
l'rencîi snail lioclarcd the lecturer. 

The cellulose building- unit, which 
can be said to combine w;:]! Itself to 
form the cfllulose inoleruio. contains 
llirf ;;y,!rc..\-i : j!nka?cs which can be 
replaced by jiiuo— groups yicldin? 
putt-cotton. Nitrates of two hydrosyls 
pive scluble cotton. Acctylation of 
the hydroxides yi^-hls cclanese silks. 

Ir. i!ic curse of his i.alk Dr. Hib- 
bert <-xplained the difference between 
cotton and arllfidal silk. In cotton 
the fibres run in a ■corkscrew" man- 
ner while in silk Ihcy run parallel to 
each other, these silk fibres do not 
diffuse light and thus give the lusu-e 
so evident in all silks. Mercerizalion 
Srivt^s tnmç :;:s;re to cotton since it 
makes xiic fi'^.-ts run tnore parallel 
than they otherwise would. 

Mercerisation is hydration or swel- 
ling of fibres by means of caustic 
alkali, Vi;lcanir'-d fibre which !ias 
become impor-.a.M in industrj- is made 
by îiydratins cellulose by means oi 
Binc chloride and compressing iho 
swollen fibres to form a "board." 

In cmphasiriny ihç imporlntK'- of 
Canada's wood .sir.-ply Dr. Hibbert 
said that Bilk» are certain to bo made 
in £utur« from Canadian wood flbr?. 
He also mentiotjed many other things 
such as laque.-.r, nou-splinter glass, 
artificial U•alile.^ bottle caps, and 
Eausage skins which could be obtained 
from the same sourc«. 

One of the most important he spoke 
of was vi.S'.osfj >.[]\: iviiicii could be 
made by -treating telluloHe witli car- 
bon bisulphide and Hodium hydr-j- 
oxido to fona a xantiiogr-natt n iid )• - - 
generate the cvtton from tiiis by 
treattnent with acid. 

Alter outlining the method of manu- 
facture of artificial silk Dr. Hibbert 
concluded his lecture.
